Annals of Cambridge 1857 to 1887. 


In 1857 a remarkable historian, Charles Henry Cooper, issued a five-volume 
history of Cambridge that covered events in the City from earliest times up to 
1857. He entitled the volumes ‘Annals of Cambridge’. 


For 50 years I shared an office at the Cambridgeshire Collection in Wheeler 
Street Library with him. 


In 2023 I produced something similar from 1888 to 1997. This was arrange in 
topics from Royal Events to Churches. It is available online from Internet

It does however leave the period from 1857 to 1887 unrecorded. 


Now I have worked through the files of Cambridge newspapers to record events 
that have not been recorded. For several years the index covers just Cambridge 
stories, for others it includes stories relating to other areas of Cambridgeshire. 


I am conscious that the index contains numerous errors and spelling mistakes. 
Now I will publish it on Fenland History on Facebook to give you a chance to 
correct and point out mistakes. 

If you have access to the Cambridgeshire Collection files or the British 
Newspaper Index you can check the entries themselves.
